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THE SCHOOL BOARD 


Held a Special Meeting Laat 
Ev ening. 


PLANS FOR BROADWAY. 


Those Prepared by Architect T. W. 
Bast Were Accepted by the 
Directors. 


The Sedalia board of education 
held a special meeting last night in 
Prof. Buchanan's office at the High 
school building. 
The meetii g was called to ex­ 
amine plans utd speciiicatir» n8 for 
the new Broad way school building. 
T. W . Bast, the Sedalia architect, 
presented to the board the only 
plans and specifications offered, he 
having no competition. 
The board carefully examined 
Architect Bast’s plans, specifica­ 
tions and estimates of cost, and 
unanimously voted to accept them. 
The exact location of the new 
Broadway building has not y et 
been selected, and, until it is, the 
precise net cosi of the building can­ 
not be determined. 
The plans prepared by Mr. Bast 
call for an expenditure of $35,000 
for the building. 
The furniture 
for the several rooms and other 
necessary expenses will increase the 
cost of the completed structure, 
but the board intends that the to­ 
tal cost 
shall 
be 
within 
the 
$40,000 voted by the people. 
Secretary McKenzie and Director 
Hoffman visited the 
D e m o c r a t 
oiKce this afternoon to file their 
protest against an article in the 
local morning paper today , inti­ 
mating that the board of education 
held a star chamber session last 
night. 
Their proceedings are al­ 
way s a matter of record for the 
information of the public, they say , 
and reporters can ascertain what 
is done if they will take the trouble 
to attend the meetings or call upon 
the secretary . 
The new Broadway school build­ 
ing,>wben completed, will be one 
of the handsomest as well as one 
of the most 
substantial 
school 
structures in the state of Missouri. 
The building will be 155 feet 
front and 8 0 feet deep, two stories 
l)igh, with a tower 70 feet high in 
the center of the building. 
The 
building will contain sixteen rooms 
of the uniform size of 25x32 feet. 
There will be a ten-foot base­ 
ment under the entire building, 
which will be used for toilet rooms, 
heating and ventilating apparatus 
and for 
storage purposes. 
The 
ventilating apparatus will be of 
the most approved ty pe and each 
room will 
be supplied with an 
abundance of fresh air. 
The very best materisls will be 
used in the construction of the 
building. 
The foundation will be 
of limestone and the superstructure 
will be of red granite pressed brick. 
The roof will be of slate and the 
gutters and valley s will be made of 
copper. 
The interior will be finished in 
natural wood colors, cy press or y el­ 
low pine being used. 
The cor­ 
ridors will be large and roomy and 
well lighted. 
There will be two 
stairway s, one at each end of the 
building, connecting the first and 
second floors, each staircase being 
five feet broad. 
The principal’s office will be on 
the second floor, immediately over 
the main entrance at the center of 
the building. 
The contracts for constructing 
the building will be let an early 
date, and the board of education 
expects to have the structure com­ 
pleted and furnished by the begin­ 
ning of the next school y ear in 
September.

Believ e Officials Will Oraut Increase

A committee of the firemen ot 
the Missouri Pacific railroad met 
Grand Master J. J. liannahan, of 
the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive 
Firemen, and A. F. Martin, gen­ 
eral chairman of the Gould sy stem 
grievance committee, Monday at 
the Imperial hotel m St. Louis. 
After a conference lasting an 
hour it was decided to ask General 
Manager Russell Harding to meet 
Mr. 
Hannahan and Mr. '^artin 
and discuss an advance of wages 
for the firemen of the sy stem. 
'Conductors and 
trainmen re­ 
ceived an advance in the recent 
wage raise of southwestern lines, 
but the firemen made no demands 
at that time. 
Local firemen seen by the D e m o ­ 


c r a t do not look for any trouble. 
General Manager Harding is a fair 
man, they say , as is also General 
Superintendent Zmmet A. Gould, 
and they believe an increase of 
wages will be conceded the men 
on the presentation of facts that 
will be laid before the oikcials.

D. Rockefeller, jr., and a party of 
ladies and gentlemen, fifteen in all, 
passed west on a special train over 
the Missouri Pacific at 9 150 o’clock 
this morning, ou their way to the 
Pacific coast for a pleasure trip. 
The train was in charge of Con­ 
ductor Jim Hooten. 
It was drawn 
by engine No. 257, in charge of 
Engineer Pourcilia and Fireman 
Brightfell. 
Also on board were General Su­ 
perintendent E. A. Gould and Su­ 
perintendent W. J. McKee, of the 
Missouri Pacific, the latter accom­ 
pany ing the excursionists to K an­ 
sas City and Mr. Gould going with 
them as far as Pueblo, Col. 
The train 
consisted 
of 
Rio 
Grande & Western private car 
**A,” the Pullman car “ Gascony ” 
and the Pullman car “ Atalanta.” 
The train pulled into the depot 
here at 9 130 o’clock and left five 
minutes later, with the same crew 
in charge. 
The time schedule between Jef­ 
ferson City and Sedalia was fifty 
miles an hour, but after leaving 
Tipton 
Engineer 
Pourcilia was 
directed to decrease the speed, 
while the party partook of break­ 
fast. 
Neither of the Rockefellers left 
the train here, but .both sat in the 
Pullman Atalanta, where several 
Sedalians saw them through the 
window. 
One of the y ounger members of 
tbe party stated to the D e m o c r a t 
that the trip of the multimillion­ 
aires had no significance, as it was 
one q f pleasure and 
recreation 
only , and for the benefit of the 
elder Rockefeller’s health. 
General Superintendent Gould 
walked up and down the platform 
while the train was at the depot 
and 
conversed 
with 
old-time 
friends, just the same as he used to 
when dispatching for the Missouri 
Pacific here a q uarter of a century 
ago. 
He holds his age remark­ 
ably well, and looks but little old­ 
er than he did then. 
He is well pleased that his head­ 
q uarters has been transferred from
